obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 3 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicants disclosed prior art, Fig. 3 and fig. 7 in view of Vortex for a better life. 

Applicants admitted prior art discloses a device having flat side panels (28) connected to 
each other through intermediate components. 

The examiner notes that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
manufacture said side panels (28) using laser cutting in view of the disclosure of Vortex (see 
Frame Construction and Engineering) wherein Vortex discloses laser precision and CNC 
machinery, used in the exercise art. 

In regard to applicants claims of examining "a pre-exiting exercise machine. . . for the 
purpose of making a two dimensional pattern", the examiner notes that it is well recognized in 
the art to examine exiting equipment and then to make improvements of the equipment and all 
aspects thereof. 

As to applicants claims of welding flat components together in conjunction with cross 
brace members the examiner notes that flat components, cross members and welding, said 
components together are known components and processes shown in the art. 

As to the applicant including handles levers pistons crank arms rods and at least one 
linkage, note that applicants disclosed prior art fig. 3 and 7 disclose these elements. Also note 
that the prior art discloses a device having a seat handles shafts rollers (80) on a leg (82).

In regard to claim 7 the general shape of a device having a heel portion a vertical portion 
a lower base portion and a seat portion is disclose by the device shown in the prior art fig. 3 and 
7 of applicant's disclosure. 

The method of manufacture of claims 1-3 and 7 is obvious in view of the above 
combined disclosures. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicants 
disclosed prior art fig. 3 and fig. 7 in view of Vortex for a better life and further in view of 
Jenson (4231448). 

Applicant's fig. 3 and fig 7 in view of Vortex disclose a device as claimed absent a 
teaching of a frame including tabs and slots. Jenson teaches providing tabs and slots as 
attachment means. 

Given Jenson teaching the examiner notes it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to manufacture the device of fig. 3 and/or 7 using a tab and slot configuration. 

In regard to claim 5 and 6 it is known to clamp elements together before welding. 

The method of manufacture of claims 4-6 is obvious in view of the above combined 
disclosures.
